They 
insisted that a centralized system 
of providing relief to jobless and 
unemployables was fodder for a 
highly trained social worker, yet’ 
was a luxury that Michigan 
could nat afford. Local control 
would lower costs, they pleaded. 
Many voters agreed. 


The 1937 welfare act was de- 
feated, and the problem was: 
thrown into the laps of 1939 
iegislators. : 

A new law was enacted where- 
by handling of relief was return- 
ed to counties. The state was. 
pledged to match local pa ts, 
dollar for dollar. A three-mem-: 
ber board was to be set up in 
each county, two members of 
which were to be named by the 
supervisors and the third man to 
be appointed by the state social 
welfare commission. 

This sounds simple, but com- 
plications were numerous. 


ef counties, It wag thought at 
the tume to be insurance that 
coumties would do their part in 
a decentralized program. 


However, Just the unexpected 
happened. In Wayne county, for 
example, the 50-58 plan was hail- 
ed with delight. Wayne .county 
bad been doing more than a good 
many upstate counties With 
only $8,750,000 on hand to spend, 
State Officials realized the match- 
ing plan would gnickly exhaust 
their 12-month appropriation. 
This part of the law has been 
-ypenly ignored, and probably will 
not be enforced by the present 
conmmission. 


A hitch also developed  be- 
tween the supervisors who wish; 
ed to cantrol the spending of all 
relief funds and the social securi- 
ty admimistration at Washington 
which adhered strictly to a policy 
of hiring skilled, trained workers 
ona non-partisan, civil service 
basis, thus minimizing any 
chance of political mishandling of 
federal or state funds.
